1 0-DECEMBER 20 UPDATE OF MAC ACTIVITIES (REF B) HAS BEEN 
INCORPORATED IN ORIGINAL UNC REPORT (REF A) AS REFLECTED 
IN CHANGES PARA 3 BELOW. 

2. ACCORDINGLY, IN CONSULTATION WITH ROK AND OTHER 
PRINCIPAL KOREA CORE GROUP MEMBERS (E.G., JAPAN, UK, 

CANADA, NEW ZEALAND), YOU SHOULD SUBMIT MODIFIED UNC REPORT 
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TO SECURITY COUNCIL BY END OF THIS WEEK. SUBMISSION OF 
REPORT AT THIS TIME WILL SERVE TO KEEP SC MEMBERS INFORMED 
OF KOREAN ARMISTICE DEVELOPMENTS SINCE 1975 (DOC S/11861, 
10/31/75, AND WILL PLACE IN PERSPECTIVE EARLIER SPECIAL 
UNC REPORTON THE AUGUST 18 PANMUNJOM INCIDENT. SHOULD 
THE KOREAN QUESTION BE DEBATED DURING THE NEXT UNGA 
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SESSION, THIS AND SUBSEQUENT REPORTS WILL PROVIDE BASIS 
FOR FAMILIARIZING THE SC AND OTHER UN MEMBERS WITH INTERIM 
DEVELOPMENTS.

- INSERT NEW PARAGRAPH 15 AS FOLLOWS: "FOLLOWING EARLIER 
PROPOSALS, THE UNC SECRETARY RECOMMENDED IN A LETTER TO 
HIS COUNTERPART ON OCTOBER 8 THAT THE TWO SIDES ATTEMPT 
(1) TO DETERMINE THE COMPLETE FACTS OF ALLEGATIONS OF 
ARMISTICE VIOLATIONS. (2) TO REDUCE TENSION BETWEEN THE 
TWO SIDES AND, (3) TO IMPROVE THE USE OF MILITARY ARMIS- 
TICE COMMISSION ORGANS SO THAT THEY FUNCTION MORE EFFI- 
CIENTLY. THIS PROPOSAL WAS REITERATED AT A MILITARY 
ARMISTICE COMMISSION MEETING THE NEXT DAY AT WHICH THE 
UNC EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE PROGRESS MADE FOLLOWING 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THE AUGUST 18 INCIDENT COULD BE CONTINUED. AT A SUB- 
SEQUENT SECRETARIES" MEETING ON NOVEMBER 17, THE KPA/CPV 
RESPONDED TO THE OCTOBER 8 LETTER COMMENTING THERE WAS 
NOTHING NEW IN IT OR IN THE STATEMENT AT THE MAC MEETING. 

- PARAGRAPH 15: CHANGE TO READ PARA 16. 

- NEW PARAGRAPH 16, LINE 10: DELETE SENTENCE BEGINNING 
WITH "TWICE" AND ENDING WITH "OPEN". ALSO DELETE NEXT 
WORD "HOWEVER", AND INSTEAD BEGIN SENTENCE WITH "UNTIL". 

- NEW PARAGRAPH 16, LAST LINE: SUBSTITUTE "OUTBREAK" FOR 
"RESUMPTION". 
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
